On  March  21,  1896,  the  library  was  moved  to  the 
home  of  Mr.  George  E.  Gilbert,  and  Mrs.  Alice  Gilbert 
chosen  librarian. 

There  have  been  added,  by  purchase  and  gift,  during 
the  year,  135  books,  making  a,  total  of  710.  The  average 
circulation  has  been  36. 
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Books  have  been  presented  by  the  Atkinson  Book 
Club,  Wilber  F.  Crafts,  A.  M.,  A.  A.  Dow,  Mrs.  G.  N. 
Cross,  Mrs.  Albert  Noyes,  Mrs.  Ella  Tuttle,  Miss  A.  L. 
Page,  E.  O.  Jameson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jesse  A.  Sawyer,  Geo. 
F.  Willey  and  Gilman  Greenoiigh.  The  action  of  the  trus- 
tees of  the  State  Library  at  Concord  in  regard  to  the  loan- 
ing of  books  in  the  miscellnneous  department  has  been 
brought  to  our  attention.  The  rules  established  on  the 
subject  are: 

''Any  citizen  of  New  Hampshire  desiring  to  borrow  a 
book  from  the  miscellaneous  department  of  the  State  Li- 
brary can  apply  to  the  local  library'  in  his  town  therefor, 
agreeing  to  become  responsible  for  the  expense  attending 
the  sending  and  return  of  the  book.  Thereupon  the  local 
librarian  may  send  such  application  to  the  State  Library, 
and  upon  its  receipt  the  books  desired,  if  on  the  shelves, 
will  be  sent  to  the  local  library,  charges  collect,  to  be 
kept  for  a  term  of  two  weeks.  The  local  library  can  then 
loan  the  book  to  the  applicant,  subject  to  its  rules,  for  the 
above  term.  All  applications  must  come  through,  and 
books  be  sent  to,  the  local  library.  It  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  safe  return  of  the  book  to  the  State  Library. 
Books  in  constant  use  in  the  State  Library  and  those  not 
easily  replaced  in  the  open  market  are  excluded  from  this 
rule." 

The  State  Library  contains  about  35,000  books  of  a 
miscellaneous  character.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL 
BOARD. 


The  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted  for  tlie 
year  ending  March  1,  1897: 

SCHOOL  NO.  1. 

The  increased  number  of  scholars  residing  within  the 
limits  of  the  old  district  No.  1  seemed  to  warrant  a  larger 
expenditure  of  school  money  than  usual,  and  so  accord- 
ingly two  -terms  of  school  were  kept  here  during  the  past 
year,  instead  of  one  as  heretofore,  viz.,  a  spring  term  of 
eleven  weeks,  beginning  April  20  and  closing  July  3,  and 
a  fall  term,  also  of  eleven  weeks,  begining  September  8 
and  closing  November  20. 

Both  terms  were  taught  hj  Florice  A.  Merrill,  of  Kings- 
ton, a  graduate  of  Sanborn  seminary,  a  well-known  edu- 
cational institution  of  that  town.  Miss  Merrill  early 
gained  the  love  and  respect  of  her  pupils,  and  continued 
to  hold  the  same  throughout  her  term  of  service,  one  of 
the  conditions  so  necessary  to  the  well-being  and  success 
of  a  school,  and  at  the  closing  examination,  at  which 
nearly  every  family  was  represented,  the  wish  that  she 
might  continue  the  work  here  was  freely  expressed. 

The  name  of  Irving  Emerson  appears  on  the  roll  of  per- 
fect attendance  for  the  spring  term,  and  that  of  Roy 
Primrose  for  the  fall  term, 
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SCHOOL  NO.  2.     . 

The  spring  term  of  this  school  was  taught  by  Lizzie  H. 
Webster,  of  Haverhill,  Mass.  It  was  twelve  weeks  in 
length,  beginning  April  13,  and  closing  July  3,  and  we 
certainly  think  that  we  were  very  fortunate  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  so  thorough  and  accomplished  a  teacher 
as  Miss  ^Vebster  proved  herself  to  be.  Both  teacher  and 
pupils  seemed  to  work  together  in  harmony,  and  their 
efforts  met  with  a  well-deserved  success. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  school  board  of  Plaistow, 
twelve  pupils  from  that  town  were  admitted  to  the  school 
during  this  term. 

The  fall  and  winter  terms,  of  eleven  and  seven  weeks 
respectively,  were  taught  bj'  Georgia  E.  Jaques,  also  of 
Haverhill,  who,  although  a  beginner,  showed  herself  to 
be  well  fitted  for  the  position,  and  who,  w^e  are  thor- 
oughly convinced,  has  all  the  requii-emeuts  necessary  to 
make  a  successful  teacher.  Some  very  creditable  speci- 
mens of  vertical  penmanship  adorned  the  walls  of  the 
school  room  at  the  close  of  thc^  winter  term.  Oscar  P. 
Little  w^as  present  at  every  session  of  the  school  during 
the  spring  term. 

SCHOOL  NO.  3. 

The  spring  term  of  this  school,  beginning  April  20  and 
closing  July  3,  a  period  of  eleven  weeks,  was  under  the 
instruction  of  Ora  L.  Ordway  of  Hampstead,  a  graduate 
of  the  high  school  of  that  town.  Miss  Ordway  showed 
much  interest  in  her  work,  and  succeeded  as  well  as  could 
be  reasonably  expected,  considering  that  this  was  her 
first  attempt  at  teaching,  and  we  can  readily  believe  that 
by  industry  and  perseverance  she  will  make  a  success  in 
this,  her  chosen  profession. 

The  fall  term  of  eleven  weeks  and  winter  term  of  seven 
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weeks  were  both  tauj;lit  by  Miwy  G.  Calderwood  of  this 
town.  We  see  no  reason  to  change  the  former  opinions 
of  the  school  board  in  commendation  of  tlie  ability  of 
Miss  Calderwood  as  a  teacher,  and  were  we  to  say  more 
it  would  be  onlj'  to  reiterate  what  we  have  heretofore  ex- 
pressed in  relation  to  her  work  in  this  school,  and  in  that 
of  No.  4,  where  she  formerly  taught.  Bessie  Calef  was 
not  absent  during  the  spring  term,  and  Carrie  F.  Batch- 
elder  during  the  fall  term,  while  Alice  M.  Batchelder 
is  credited  with  being  present  at  every  session  of  both 
fall  and  winter  terms.  Aside  fi-om  these  three  names, 
the  absences  were  many  and  frequent,  and  some  method 
ought  surely  to  be  devised  whereby  the  attendance  could 
be  made  more  regular.  The  evils  arising  from  non-at- 
tendance and  tardiness  are  ai)parent  to  all,  and  it  needs 
no  argument  to  prove  their  ill  effects  upon  any  school. 
Nothing  excejjt  sickness  should  be  given  or  accepted  as 
an  excuse  for  absence  from  the  school  room. 

SCHOOL  NO.  4. 

Three  terms  of  school,  sjuing,  fall,  and  winter,  of  an 
aggregate  length  of  thirty-one  weeks,  have  been  held  in 
this  district  during  the  past  year.  All  three  terms  have 
been  well  and  carefully  taught  by  Martha  L.  Coolidge  of 
Chester,  who  has  now  concluded  a  service  of  nearly  three 
years  in  this  school.  The  school  has  steadily  improved 
under  her  faithful  and  judicious  care  and  management, 
and  no  better  recommendation  can  be  given  to  any  teacher 
than  that  of  her  continued  re-employment  in  the  same 
school  for  term  after  term  and  year  after  year.  Lizzie 
M.  Welch  and  Nellie  A .  Welch  were  x^i't^sent  at  every  ses- 
sion during  the  spiing  term.  Arthur  Wood  attended 
every  session  of  the  fall  term,  while  Arthur  H.  Sawyer 
and  Ralph  Freeman  were  present  at  every  session  during 
the  entire  year. 
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SCHOOL  NO.  5. 

The  spring  term  of  thi>s  school  was  taught  by  Emma  B. 
Gordon  of  this  town,  who  has  had  charge  of  this  section 
of  our  educational  field  for  several  years  past.  We  re- 
gard Miss  Gordon  as  one  of  our  best  teachers,  being  well 
and  fully  equipped  in  all  the  branches  necessary  to  be 
taught  in  our  common  schools,  and  so  familiar  has  she 
become  from  long  practice  that  she  needs  no  text-book 
at  her  elbow  to  assist  her  in  her  work.  Too  much  credit 
cannot  be  given  her  for  her  faithful  and  conscientious 
labor  in  this  school. 

Miss  Gordon  having  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  spring 
term,  on  account  of  sickness  in  her  family,  her  place  was 
well  and  accejitably  lilled  by  Katherine  N.  Brown  of 
Kingston,  who  taught  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  Miss 
Brown  is  a  young  lady  of  great  public  spirit  and  enter- 
prise, and  mainl}"  through  her  etforts  this  school  is  now 
the  owner  of  a  large  and  beautiful  flag,  which  was  pre- 
sented to  the  school  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on  the 
afternoon  of  October  1,  in  the  i)resence  of  a  large  and  en- 
thusiastic gathering  composed  of  our  most  influential  cit- 
izens and  many  visitors  from  adjoining  towns.  More 
names  are  recorded  on  the  register  of  this  school  as  vis- 
itors than  any  other  in  town,  showing  an  interest  in  the 
cause  of  education,  on  the  j^art  of  parents  and  others, 
worthy  of  the  highest  commendation,  and  an  example 
that  should  be  followed  throughout  our  entire  town. 

In  submitting  this  report,  we  wish  again  to  call  the 
attention  of  our  parents  and  citizens  to  the  high  grade  of 
teachers  that  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  for 
their  schools.  We  honestly  think  that  they  will  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  any  town  whose  schools  are  of 
the  same  grade  as  ours.  They  have  all  been  ''native  and 
to  the  manner  born,"  raised  and  educated  in  this  and  ad- 
joining towns,  persons  whom  we  know  to  be  suitably 
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fitted  for  the  work,  and  who  can  be  safely  entrusted  with 
the  education  of  the  young.  We  have  strongly  believed 
in  home  talent,  thinking  that  the  institutions  here  and 
those  near  by  are  fully  as  reliable  in  turning  out  good 
teachers  as  those  at  a  distance,  and  we  have  never  had 
occasion  to  patronize  the  so-called  "teachers'  agencies," 
from  whence  so  many  third-class  teachers  are  furnished, 
whose  wages  are  mortgaged  in  advance  to  pay  for 
services  in  obtaining  situations.  Good  teachers  are,  and 
always  will  be,  in  demand,  and  their  merits  cannot  fail 
to  be  known  to  the  general  public;  and  this  class  will 
never  have  to  rely  upon  and  pay  a  large  percentage  of 
their  hard-earned  salaries  to  those  so-called  educational 
bureaus  in  order  to  find  employment  as  teachers  in  our 
public  schools.
